“The first guest day of the season was observed Thursday afternoon 
at the home of Mrs. Walter D. Murphy on South Seventh street, when 
the members of the Clio club entertained a few of their friends.

Octavia B. tiehelberger gave a beautiful and interesting talk, having 
selected as her subject ‘Die Kreuzerschule’ which is a parallel play to 
‘The Passion Play’ which is given every ten years in the village of Ober- 
Ammergau. When Mrs, Eichelberger was abroad in 1905, she had the 
privilege of seeing the performance, which was presented with the seme 
cast that presents the Passian Play. The play of the ‘Kreutzerschule’ 
contrasts the incidents in the life of David with’those of Christ, and as 
the presentation given in 1905 was the first, it is considered a gre:ter 
privilege to have seen it than even the great Passion Play, which is 
to be repeated in 1910. 

Each of the acts is preceded with a prologue and followed by beautiful 
tableaux. There are over a thousand people in the play and the large 
and fine orchestra, which played during tableaux, is a feature of the 
performance. In addition to the detailed account of the play, Mrs. Ei- 
chelberger exhibited her wonderful collection of pictures, which she 
brought from abroad with her. Among the pictures were splendid like- 
nesses of the principal characters and many of the tableaux which made 
the affair more interesting.’’—T. H. Tribune.
